lir.  Chairman,  My  Lord,  My  Ladies,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual.  Report  for  1957* 

Dr.  P.  Cannon  left  in  January  to  taJce  up  ..an  appointment  in 
Staffordshire  and  I became  your  Medical  Officer  on  the  1st  February* 

The  estimated  mid  1957  population  is  110  less  than  the 
corresponding  estimate  for  the  previous  year* 

The  Infant  Mortality  Ra,te  is,  this  year,  much  below  the  National 
Average  and  the  Maternal  Mortality  Rato  is  again  NIL. 

There  is  an  adjusted  Birth  Rate  of  I8.3  compared  with  a Rate  of 
16.1  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  Adjusted  Death  Rate  is  below  the 
average  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  Illegitimacy  Rate  is  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and 
V/ales  but  it  must  be  remembered  we  are  dealing  with  a small  number  ' ' 
of  live  births  (299)  and  tha.t  the  Ratos  are  expressed  in  terms  of 
1,000  live  births.  The  average  Illegitimacy  Rate  for  Blyth  Rural 
District  during  the  last  five  years  has  been  less  than  the  National 
R at  e . 


The  yea.r  has  again  been  satisfactory  from  a Public  Health  point 
of  view. 

The  information  in  this  report  on  food  promises,  shops, 
factories  and.  housing  is  completed,  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors, 
to  v\^hom  I am  indebted.

ADJUSTED  BIRTH  /JJD  DEATH  DATES  s COBIPi'Jli^ILITY  FACTOR, 

Local  Birth  Rates  are  expressed  in  terms  of  population.  These 
populations  are  estir^iated  by  the  Registrar  General  and  comprise  persons 
of  all  ages,  including  those  who  have  no  influence  on  the  birth  rate. 

These  latter  do,  however,  affect  the  birth  rate  in  that  a high 
- proportion  of  them  in  a population  tends  to  lower,  and  a small  proportion 
tends  to  raise,  the  true  rate. 

The  size  of  this  proportion  will  vary  in  different  areas  and, 
therefore,  the  elimination  or  standardisation  of  such  a factor  will 
give  a truer  comparison  between  areas. 

The  Registrar  General  issues  a comparability  factor  on  these  lines. 
Multiplication  of  the  crude  birth  rate  of  an  area  by  the  comparability 
factor  gives  the  adjusted  birth  rate  and  can  be  compared  with  the  crude 
rate  for  England  and ’.Vales, 

The  comparability  factor  for  deaths  is  obtained  in  a similar  way 
to  the  above. 

The  factors  for  certain  areas,  where  rapid  increase  or  reduction 
in  the  population  materially  a.ffocts  its  composition  by  sex  and  age 
groups,  arc  also  adjusted  on  that  a.ccount. 

Death  rate  area  conpara.bility-  factors  are  adjusted  to  take  account 
of  the  presence  of  any  residential  institutions  in  each  area. 

Birth  rate  area  comparability  fa.ctors  are  also  adjusted  to  take 
account  of  the  presence  of  sterile  populations  in  institutions  for  the 
mentally  ill  or  mentally  deficient.

In  tvAo  of  the  three  cases 
notified  during  1957#  the 
causo  was  unknown.  In  the 
third  case  it  7/as  due  to 
probable  retained  products. 

Sonne  Dysentery. 

Olio  case  of  sonne  dysonterj'’ 
n^as  in  a boy  aged  5 years  v/ho 
contacted  the  disease  in 
India.  He  v/as  removed 
to  hospital  on  arrival  in 
this  country. 

The  other  three  cases 
occurred  in  children  in  one 
fcumily.  The  cause  of  the 
dysentery  was  not  discovered. 
No  other  contacts  developed 
tho  disease. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

In  no  case  did  any  of  the 
contacts  develop  the 
disease.  One  of  the  five 
cases  was  of  the  non- 
paralytic typo.  Of  the 
others,  which  were  all 
Glorified  as  "paralytic", 
one  ii/as  a severe  respiratay 
paralysis  and  the  patient, 
a- Dale  ar-'od  28,  succumbod 
to  the  disease  a fev/  weeks 
lator.  Tho  others  wore  of 
a much  milder  type  and 
varied  from  a fairly 
definito  paralysis  in  one 
case  to  a '.:eakness  of 
various  muscle  groups  in 
the  others . There  were 
no  Icnov/n  contacts  beti/een 
tho  cases.  All  cases  wore 
sporadic. 
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Di^^hthori;^  Innunisation .
